TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut will 
walt until Sunday for employers to 
agree to pay a six per cent cost-of- 
living allowance beginning February 
1, the spokesman for its Trades 
Union Department said yesterday. 

It there is no agreement by then, 
he added, the labour federation’s 
Central Committee will meet to con- 
sider what steps to take. 

Under an agreement the Histadrut 
reached on Wednesday with Finance 
Minister Sapir, Government em- 
Ployees are to receive the six per 
cent increase starting from their 
February salaries. But the employers’ 
bargaining body — the Coordinating 
Bureau of Economic institutions — 
would prefer to begin the payment 
with the April salary, in order to 
avoid feeding inflation. 

The employers also insist that the 
additional payment be conditional on 
the Histadrut’s agreeing to extend 
current wage contracts automatically 
for another year. The Histadrut does 
not accept this condition. 

The difference in positions will, 
however, have no effect on the work 
of the joint committee which the 
Histadrut and the employers have 
set up to discuss a new minimum 
wage and incentive premiums. 

It is a new departure in Israel 
labour relations history for the His- 
tadrut to have made an agreement 
on cost-of-living allowances with the 
Government before having negotiated 
one witn the private-sector em- 
ployers. 


3 uniform bus

Transport Ministry officials and 
representatives of the fio bus co- 
operatives, Egged and Dan, last 
night worked out the details of the 
new fares which are to go into 
effect on Sunday.

3-4% rise 
in index 


due today

Following on the recent cut in 
subsidies, exceptional interest 15 
evoked by the imminent publication 
today of the cost-of-living index 
for January. 

Sources in the Central Bureau of 
Statistics warn that only half the 
price increase in petrol and fuel oil 
is reflected in the index, because it 
came into force in mid-month. Only 
4/31 of the increased food prices 
will figure in the index figure since, 
here again, the subsidies were 
modified towards the end of the 
month, on January 28. 

Nor did prices all go up auto- 
matically on that day. Sugar, for 
example, was still being sold in 
Jerusalem's consumer cooperatives 
at the old price of 11.1.14 a kilo on 
January 29. 

Nevertheless the index is expected 
to climb by 3-4 per cent (most of 
the increase deriving from sources 
other than the cut in subsidies). 
Next month the de-subsidised foods, 
together with the new bus fares, 
should add a further 5 per cent. 

One category of speculator will 
no longer benefit from the monthly 
index change. Previously it was 


possible to buy a linked Govern- ἢ 


ment bond just before mid-month, 
and benefit from the index rise an- 
mounced the day after purchase. 
People know with fair accuracy 
how much the rise would be. 

In the new bond series announced 
earlier this week, the link starts 
operating only on the month after 
purchase, Buyers cannot generally 
be sure so far ahead whether the 
index will go up, and they certainly 
do not know how much the rise 
will be.

Ambulance drivers— 
war's unsung heroes

TEL AVIV. — The unsung heroes 
of the army medical corps during 
the recent war were the ambulance 
drivers, Dr. Moshe Cordova, Chief 
‘Medical Officer of the Israel Defence 
Forces, said yesterday. 

Speaking at a symposium on re- 
habllitation of the wounded given 
at Beit Halohem here, Dr, Cordova 
said the drivers had “gone every- 
where to evacuate the wounded, 
driving into fire, through sand 
dunes on the Egyptian front, through 
seemingly impassable rocky terrain 
on the Syrian front.” 

He stressed that he was not de- 
tracting from the bravery of any 
other part of the medical team, 
but added that the others had al- 
ready received a good portion of 
deserved phrase — especially the 
‘battlefield medics and the front- 
line doctors. 

An innovation adopted by the 
medical corps in the recent war, 
Dr. Cordova said, was to distri- 
bute wounded soldiers as fast as 
possible to as many different hos- 
pitals «within Israel proper. Thus 
no ‘one hospital was over-crowded. 

As 70 per cent of the wounded 
needed hospitalization for only a day 
or two, the medical corps set up fif- 
teen “homes” where wounded soldiers 
received continued medical treatment 
under rest-home conditions, 

Another innovation was establish- 
ing “special departments” to handle 
great amounts of cases, such as 
burns, which appear as a rule in

very small numbers among the civi- 
lian population. 

Prof. Yitzhak Kaplan, head of the 
plastic surgery department at Petah 
Tikva's Beilinson Hospital and the 
man who headed the special burns 
department there, paid tribute to 
the physiotherapists whose efforts 
helped speed the. recovery of 
soldiers by seeing that the wounded 
limbs were properly exercised. 

Dr. Naftali Steinbach, of the re- 
habilitation centre at the Sheba Me- 
dicai Centre near here, reported that 
among the amputees, 29 per cent 
lost arms and 71 per cent, legs. Only 
eight per cent of the total lost two 
limbs, and only one soldier lost three 
limbs. 

Some seven per cent of the am- 
putees still had no definite plans for 
the future. Of the others, 24 per 
cent would return to their former 
Places of work; another three per cent 
would also return but would receive 
additional education or training first. 
Five per cent would return to their 
kibbutzim (not necessarily in their 
old jobs) and the rest would either 
go to school (university, vocational 
school, or high school), or become 
self-employed.

Jerusalem Post Chess Correspondent 
Grandmaster Viktor Korchnoi of 
the Soviet Union on Wednesday 
clinched the Augusta quarter-final 
match of the World Chess preli- 
minaries by defeating Henrique 
Mecking of Brazil in the 13th game.

Under 
continuous pounding on the king 
side and his protective pawn struc- 
ture destroyed, Mécking resigned 
on the 42nd move and left the 
playing~ room without speaking to 
anyone.

Philippine fighting 


Nearly 1,000 casualties 


ZAMBOANGA CITY (AP). — Stub- 
born secessionist-minded Moslem re- 
els rocked Jolo Town anew on 
Wednesday with a heavy mortar 
attack on a Philippine Constabulary 
Camp, killing 21 civilians and 
wounding 16 others, a military 
spokesman said yesterday, 


‘The attack was launched after the 
government claimed the rebels had 
been driven from the blitzed town 
and were being pursued by govern- 
ment forces in the surrounding hills. 

In interviews in Zamboanga City 
with officials and refugees from 
Jolo, estimates of casualties after 
the first weekend of fighting in 
Jolo could run up to nearly 1,000. 

For the first time since military 
action heated up in Jolo on Feb- 
ruary 4, Manila newspapers and 
radio stations, reporting government 
statements, Informed Filipinos of 
the renewed fighting in the south. 


There was no news of the latest 
rebel offensive. 

The Government has giver no 
figure on the casualties. 

Capt. Vie P. Imperial of the 
Military’s Office of Civil Relations, 
who joined the Philippine army 
after serving as a civilian employee 
of the U.S. Government in Vietnam, 
called the attackers “Maotsts" who 
“were obviously under instruction 
by thefr red masters... so the 
blame could be put on the armed 
forees.” He said. “The military will 
not stop until the very last Maoist 
is rounded up and brought before 
the bar of justice. It is only a 
question of time.” 

The insurgents’ attack was the 
second in less than a week. The 
first was launched last Thursday, 
resulting in the burning of about 
90 per cent of the town, 160 kms. 
south of Zamboanga City, Imperial 
sald. 


S. Vietnam reaffirms 
Spratly sovereignty 


SAIGON (AP). The South 
Vietnamese Government yesterday 
issued a position paper saying it 
is “desposed to solve, through 
negotiations, international disputes.” 
which may arise over the Paracel 
and Spratly Islands in the South 
China Sea. 

At the same time, the South 
Vietnamese Government said it 
reaffirms its sovereignty over the 
Islands “which have been consistent- 
ly accepted as a part of the ter- 
ritory of the Republic of Vietnam, 
on the basis of undeniable geogra- 
phic, historical and legal evidence 
and on account of realities.” 

Mainland China now holds the 
Paracel Islands after having dc- 
feated South Vietnam in an air, 
naval and ground battle January 
19-20. 

The Spratlys are claimed by 
Mainland China, Nationalist China 
and the Philippines as well as South 
Vietmam. Although uninhabited, 
there is always the possibility oil 


might be found there which would 
increase their economic value, now 
limited to fishing. 

Nationalist China, South Vietnain 
and the Philippines all have small! 
garrisons on separate islands ir 
the Spratly Archipelago, but so far 
there have been no military con- 
frontations. All three countries are 
allies. 

The Saigon Militar; Command 
reported yesterday that 57 Viet- 
namese were killed in fighting along 
the main highway from Saigon 
through the Mekong Delta on 
Wednesday. Clashes were reported 
at four points 50 to 80 kms. from 
the capital along Highway 4, which 
brings rice and other foods from” 
the Delta to the capital. 

In Cambodia, the Military Com- 
mand claimed its forces have 
cleared insurgent infiltrators from 
@ swampy region between the Pas- 
sac and Mekong Rivers, eight kms. 
southeast of Phnom Penh. 


Oil strike in N. Greece can 
produce 10,000 barrels daily 


ATHENS (AP). — Greek Premier 
Adamantios Androutsopoulos an- 
nounced yesterday that ‘substantial 
layers of good quality oil and 
large quantities of natural gas” 
have been found by an American 
company drilling in Northern Greece. 

He said the new strike is capable

of” ofl daily. Greece's daily needs 
dre 150,000 barrels or about nine 
million tons a year. 

Minister of Industry Constantine 
Kypraios added that the thinnest 
oil and natural gas layer struck 
off the island of Thasos, Northern 
Greece, was of a 120-metre thick- 
mess and the natural gas output 


estimated at £0,000 cubic feet dally. 

Drillings in the area had begun 
last year by Oceanic Exploration 
Company of the U.S., holding 68.5 
per cent of the drilling rights.

not in order. I will not push my 
way into the new government, but 
neither will I declare that Moshe 
Dayan is unfit to serve in it.” He 
announced that he would accept in 
full all the conclusions of the 
Agranat Inquiry Commission about 
hig role. 

Asked if he would favour the 
establishment of a citizens’ com- 
mittee supporting him, Mr. Dayan 
smiled and replied, “No, thank you.” 

Turning to the fronts, the De- 
fence Minister said that he does 
“not think that Syria would be 
willing to see the Golan Heights as 
part of the State of Israel. I think, 
though, that we must stay on the 
Golan, but we should realize that 
this will cost us something, I think 
the Syrians would not have made 
peace with us even if we withdrew 
from the Golan. They wouldn’t have 
made peace with us even if we 
withdrew to Haifa. The fact is that 
the Golan protects the whole north 
of the country. Israel inside the 
green line was not affected during 
the war because we were on the 


Heights.” : 


ΕΘ -went.on-to say that tthe set- 
tlers on the Golan, “who live there 
with their -children, realize «the 
danger and are not intimidated. 
They are calling out for more set- 
tlers. We can pay the price.” 


Mr. Dayan said that he was not 


justifying the Syrian violations of 


the cease-fire when he said earlier 


this week that we cannot expect 


calm on our northern front as long 
as we occupy Syrian soil. ‘I was 
just being realistic,” he explained 
It is quite probable that they would 
be just as belligerent had we been 
sitting on other lines, but they cer- 
tainly find our position 43 kilo- 
metres from Damascus uncomfort- 
able, We will return fire when 
fired on, and they are far more 
vulnerable than we are and should 
therefore desire a separation of 
forces far more than we.” 

As for Egypt, Mr. Dayan said 


that, on the whole, he is optimistic. 


The chances for peace are now bet- 
ter than at any time since Nasser 
came to power. “I am not say- 
ing by this thet Sadat wants to 
make peace with us, or that he is 
willing to accept our ideas regard- 
ing peace. But I believe that he 
does not want war at this time, 
and that he has such peaceful ob- 
jectives now as building up the 
destroyed Suez cities and re-opening 
the Canal. If we indeed see peaceful 
civilian life in the Canal zone for 
the first time since the Six Day 
War, we will feel that there is a 
point in striving towards an agree- 
ment of some kind with Egypt, even 
if it is mot a full-fledged peace 
treaty. Neither the Egyptians nor 
‘we see our lines 20 kilometres from

the Canal as the ultimate border 
between us. If we see civilians in- 
stead of tanks at the Canal, we 
will be able to make every effort 
conceivable, short of jeopardizing 
our vital interests, to reach a com- 
promise.” 

As Mr. Dayan sees it, this is- 
not only the best chance for peace 
we have had in years, but possibly 
“also the best chance we will have 
for years. I am optimistic because 
there was a time when Sadat refu- 
sed to consider an agreement in the 
Suez Canal area unless we accepted 
85 a precondition, withdrawa! to the 
June 4, 1967, lines, He even refused 
to talk with us unless we agreed 
to such a precondition. He has now 
changed his mind, in at least 
agreeing to come to terms before 
we accept his preconditions.” 

The Jordanian position has be- 
come less flexible both from the 
political and military points of 
view, Mr. Dayan said. 

Asked why the Likud's Ariel 
Sharon was taken off the reserve 
divisional commanders Ust, Mr, 
Dayan replied by saying that in 


his view, “Arik is one of the best 


commanders we have, and —have 


‘ever had‘ in’ the ‘LDF, ahd no 
‘matter what he says or does, I 


will not change my mind about the 
fact that he played a most impor- 
tant and central part in the Yom 
Kippur War. The crossing to the 
western side of the Suez was of 
inestimable importance and he had 
a great part in it. As for his 
reserve duty, the action that was 
taken applies to all Knesset Mem- 
bers." 


Mr. Dayan had harsh words to 
say about the situation at home. 
“The in-fighting, the accusations 
and counter-accusations, the mud- 
slinging 21} affect the desire of 
people to come here. Why should 
people want to immigrate to Israel 
if we are that way? Why don’t we 
stop for 2 minute and ask what we 
are doing to ourselves?” he asked. 

“At one time the question was 
whether the Jews should have a 
State, and then how they should 
get one. Now it is how we should 
maintain it. I am afraid to ask 
whether more people are coming 
here or leaving. The majority of 
the Jewish people are still abroad, 
and we must have a constant im- 
migration if we are to survive. 

“We need more pilots than we 
have, and the majority of our po- 
pulation is not a reservoir of 
potential pilots. 

“We must be a State to which 
people will want to come. The way 
we live now is not conducive to 
making Jews from the outside desire 
to join us here. They are coming 
from the free world, and cannot 
be forced here. We must create 
here an image of a nation that they 


will want to come to.”
